In a major policy apeech prepared for a party rally at the Wol­ 
verhampton footb all atadium, Churchill declared the Socialists have 
failed to put forth any effective plan to meet the danger,

address came on the heels of the 
Conservative party1* 10,000-word 
statement of policy entitled the 
“RJght Road for Britain,” which 
was pub lished las^ night, 
Squa ndered Reserv es 
4They have squandered the re­ 
serves and resources which had 
b een gathered in the past,” sat^ 
the 74-year-old wartime prime 
minister, "and 
have 
darkened 
end narrowed the future of every 
man, woman and child in this 
famous island.** 
He said every other country 
west of the Iron Curtain 
has 
made a b etter postwar comeb ack 
than B ritain-even b eaten Ger­ 
many and Italy. 
Churchill told his listeners the 
eure for this country's condition 
is to “return to a system which 
provides 
incentives for effort, 
self-denial, initiative and good 
housekeeping.” 
Promises Cure 
And he promised that the Con­ 
servatives will apply the cure if 
they are restored to power in the 
nex t general election, which must 
b e held b etween now and mid- 
1850. 
All 40,000 tickets for the soccer 
arena of this midland's Industrial 
city were » old out for Churchill's 
address, which was hilled as the 
major opening gun of the elec­ 
tion campaign.

Only Record Places 
Petrillo said the only estab lish­ 
ments involved were those in 
Chicago, which are serviced b y 
the Boone Electrical company, a 
franchise holder of the Muzak 
Corporation of New York. 
For a month, he said, the com­ 
pany has refused to employ AFL 
memb ers to place records on its 
record playing machines from 
which music is piped into the 
various hotels and club s. 
He said the company told him 
it was employing veterans to per­ 
form 
the 
service, b ut, Petrillo 
added, his union had many vet­ 
erans for the job s. 
He said the veterans the com 
pany hired were receiving $35 
a week as against a union scale 
of $107.

from going into hotels, theaters 
and cafes,” Petrillo said, “If Mu 
zak records are played, then the 
musicians who play there must 
come out.”

he wishes to vote, 
a It was the opinion of some Ohio 
Democrats that the campaign is 
aimed at preventing popular Gov. 
Frank J. Lausche from ‘icarrying” 
lesser-known party candidates in 
to office. 
Issue Petitions 
The secretary of state’s office 
yesterday reported 77,000 initia­ 
tive petitions were issued at the 
request of proponents of the Mas­ 
sachusetts type b allqt. A dozen 
stenographers are at work on an 
original order of 100,000 petitions. 
An additional 40.000 are on order. 
Circulators of 
the 
petitions 
must file 301,829 valid signatures 
to place the b allot change ques­ 
tion b efore voters in the Novem­ 
b er election. 
That figure is 10 
percent of the total vote for gov­ 
ernor last year. 
In Massachusetts, the b allot 
groups together all candidates for 
each office. The party affiliation 
of each aspirant is listed after his 
name. That precludes “straight 
ticket” voting as practiced under 
the present party column b allot. 


Ballots now list candidates for all 
offices under their party emb lem.

He 
said he will seek an injunction 
in common pleas court at Cleve­ 
land Monday iin an effort to have 
phone service restored. 
“I pointed out,” said Moriarty, 
“That in case of fire in the club , 
or some other emergency, a very 
serious question might arise as to 
respinsib ility. But they (phone 
company counsel) said they were 
protected b y their tariffs.” 
(Tariffs refer to state regu­ 
lations calling 
for 
cooperation 
with law enforcement authori­ 
ties). 
Lausche asked the company to 
cut service. Two weeks ago 
he 
said the powers of state agencies 
—including the , Pub lic 
Utilities 
Commission, which regulates the 
Telephone Co.—would b e used to 
harass gamb ling estab lishments. 
The hearing in Cleveland Mon­ 
day will b e the first of two for

Plowed Under 
Defeat of the Brannan plan for agriculture in 
the house of representatives overshadowed a fact 
of far greater importance to farmers and all other 
consumers of farm products—that the house also 
killed the Aiken plan. 
This was the permanent plan adopted by the 
8 0th congress, to succeed the temporary wartime 
plan of agricultural price support. The wartime 
plan succeeded the original new deal plan.# The 
Aiken plan was scheduled to go into effect next 
year. 
Events had made the original new deal plan 
obsolete, in the opinion of all persons concerned, 
including the farm organizations. The temporary 
wartime setup was not considered suitable either, 
yet it now seems likely to be continued in the ab­ 
sence of the Aiken and Brannan plans. The rea­ 
son is obvious. 
Congressmen turned cool toward the Brannan 
plan becguse it was opposed by the farm organ­ 
izations. They turned cool toward the Aiken plan 
because it was a method of revising agricultural 
prices downward—an anti-inflation device. Con­ 
gressional thinking is no longer preoccupied with 
anti-inflation devices. Instead, legislators are in­ 
terested in ways and means of reviving inflation. 
Hence, their interest in going back to the wartime 
formula of inflexible price support at 90 percent of 
parity. It promises the highest prices for farm­ 
ers. , 
• 
Secretary Brannan, his plan plowed under, has 
wasted no time in issuing orders for a 34-state 
cutback in wheat production, to lirhit the size of 
the 1950 crop. Farmers wanting to share in fed­ 
eral benefits must curtail winter-wheat planting 
from 35.5 percent in Colorado to 13.5 percent in 
Indiana—an average of 17 percent. If the govern­ 
ment must continue to pay 90 percent of parity, it 
has no choice but to limit the size of the crop on 
which parity prices must be paid. 


- Relieving Is Believing 
Once more it’s reported that a pill has been 
discovered for the relief of the seasick. And once 
more the humbled victims of that horrible scourge 
are full of doubt. Among the victims are thous­ 
ands of veterans of World war II who were sup­ 
posed to be immune to seasickness while crossing 
the English channel. They had been given a pill. 
But they were sick anyway. 
The trouble with pills is this situation is that 
they must be swallowed and therefore can be un­ 
swallowed. To get around this, those who claim 
the pills are beneficial always specify they must 
be taken before the crisis is reached. 
But that 
presents still another problem—how to anticipate 
the crisis. 
Except for chronic victims of seasickness who 
have abandoned all hope, nearly everybody who 
lacks ability to endure the motion of ships and 
planes is perennially hopeful. 
The next time 
things will be better. If it’s the first time, things 
won’t be bad. 
Too late, they learn their error. 
And by that time the crisis is upon them, and 
swallowing a pill becomes a cruel jest. Perhaps 
the utimate pill has been developed, but until 
someone learns how to keep it down in the ul­ 
timate crisis seasickness will be one of the 
scourges of mankind.

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Guarding Your Health

All Doubts Remain 
The one-sided vote in the senate for the North 
Atlantic pact does not signify that all doubts have 
been removed. 
Quite the contrary, all previous 
doubts remain, and new ones will be added as con­ 
gress takes up the question of an arms bill to back 
up this government’s firs^ military treaty. 
The United States has had no previous exper­ 
ience in this field. Couiftries which have had ex­ 
perience are able to resolve their doubts and mis­ 
givings more easily, because they have a better 
grasp of treaty technique. It has been brought to 
perfection through years of use in Europe. 
There has been no European war* for centurieP 
which had not been made theoretically impossible 
by one or more treaties. But when the time came 
for war to begin, the treaties were useless. 
At 
that point, governments ceased to be interested 
in hypothetical situations and gave single-minded 
devotion to realities. 
It is good practice in debate for congressmen 
to probe into the probabilities of the next 20 years, 
while the North Atlantic pact will be hi force. But 
if at any time in the next two decades congress 
is faced with actualities, it will do what can be 
done, what needs to be done, what the American 
people want to do. That may be more or less 
than the North Atlantic pact and the accompany­ 
ing military assistance law specify. The United 
States never has needed a treaty before to guar­ 
antee its survival, and it doen’t need one now. 
Perhaps other governments do. If so, those 
covered by the new treaty may take what com­ 
fort they can find in its provisions. Perhaps such 
a treaty was needed to inform the Soviet union 
of the score. But the Kremlin already knew that 
the security of the Atlantic nations had been 
accepted by the United States as an obligation. 
It didn’t take a treaty to produce the Marshal 
plan, the cold war, the Berlin air lift or any of 
the other signs of the United States opposition 
to Communist aggression. 
Those who doubt that the North Atlantic treaty 
guarantees anything which wasn’t guaranteed be­ 
fore and those who question whether its prob­ 
able operation is clearly understood by its back­ 
ers have historic precedent on their side. They 
can only pray that events may never give then> 
occasion to remind their countrymen that there 
is no diplomatic magic in treaties. The North 
Atlantic pact merely commits the United States 
to do under certain circumstances what it would 
have done anyway, while committing the other 
signatories to do certain things which would be 
done only if they were feasible when the time 
came to do them.

The patient must be watched 
for signs of overtiredness, such 
as réstlessness and loss of inter­ 
est, 
yiwning, 
increased 
pulse 
rate, slight fever, sleeplessness 
and loss of appetite. 
Often the patient may recover 
moré rapidly in new surround­ 
ings, if he can be freed from 
worry and care. A change of cli­ 
mate may often prove of great 
benefit, 
particularly 
to 
those 
who have a prolonged illness. 
The patient should get back to 
his normal activities and duties 
as soon as possible, including 
such things as dressing in his 
usual clothes and eating his meals 
with the family. 
It is also helpful to get- the pa­ 
tient out of doors as soon as pos­ 
sible when the weather permits 
As a rule, visitors to the con­ 
valescent patient are welcome. 
However anyone with a cold, sore 
throat or other infection should

Lewis,” Krch marek said, "and we 
made th ose differences public in 
radio programs. 
“We criticized th e conduct of 
th e strike in th e sense th at Mr. 
Lewis tried to narrow it down 
and isolate it from th e rest of th e 
working class.” 
Federal Judge Harold R. Me 
dina asked if th e criticisms h ad 
any influence on th e United Mine 
Workers’ leader. 
“He didn’t answer us,” Krch m 
arek replied. “Apparently we did 
not h ave any influence on h im.” 
“It may not be so easy to do 
th at,” Medina remarked. 
Krch marek spoke at length 
about h is party ’s “concentration 
work” in th e coal fields, and th e 
judge encouraged h im. 
“You’ll never get

ch ance like th is,” Medina saia.

Americans Eating 
Less Corn, Report 


WASHINGTON, July 23—(AP) 
—American s are eatin g 
less 
corn per capita, a sen ate agricul­ 
ture subcommittee was told to­ 
d ay . 
Harry Hun ter of Chicago, sec­ 
retary of the American Corn 
Millers’ fed eration , said the mil­ 
lers are puzzled as to the reason . 
But he testified that corn mills 
are operatin g an on ly about 50 
per cen t of capacity in the face of 
an other record crop of the grain . 
The committee is stud y in g agri­ 
cultural surplus problems. Hun ­ 
ter suggested this program for 
corn : 
That 15 per cen t of all corn 
shipped to Marshall plan coun ­ 


tries be in the form of corn meal, 
grits an d flour. 
Prompt action to d iscon tin ue 
processin g of corn in wheat mills 
of participatin g coun tries, Ger­ 
man y an d Japan . 
That corn for food for such 
coun tries be processed in U. S. 
mills. 
In vestigation on how to use 
up to 20 per cen t of com pro­ 
d ucts in other food s 
when the 
other food s are in short supply . 
Publicizin g in this 
coun try 
through the agriculture d epart­ 
men t, of the uses for corn meal 
an d grits, an d in formin g coun ty 
home d emon stration agen ts of 
the food value of corn . 
In struction of every U. S. gov­ 
ern men t office an d employ e in 
foreign coun tries on the food 
value of corn meal. 
Chairman Gillette (D-Ia.) said 
the committee’s greatest con cern 
is to fin d a market for surplus 
corn in which the price will n ot 
be so low as to ruin the farmer 
or high en ough to d iscourage 
greater d omestic use.

of Salem, Ohio, and any inspector 
so appointed shall b e a veterinarian 
licensed b y the Ohio State Board of 
V eterinary Exam iners.

Any 
person processing or preparing m eat 
for sale, which processing or pre-
